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In a unanimous decision, the Chargeability Review Committee has determined that

the death of should not be charged to the mining
industry. On July 30, 2015 , a 19-year old trespasser, was swimming in a
water filled pit with four other individuals when he went down into the water and did not
emerge. His body was retrieved by divers and he was pronounced dead at the scene
by emergency responders.

The MSHA investigation found that the was not employed by the mine
and was trespassing in an area where mining activities were not occurring. The death
certificate indicated that the manner of death was accidental and that the cause of death
was drowning. The death certificate notes that an autopsy was performed, but the
results were not available.

Based on these findings, the Committee members concluded that R c<-th
should not be charged to the mining industry.
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
